The Loss. 


BOSTON', Nov. 39.-The loss by yester-

old i-nine had been discovered. Accord- 
in^ to the story of the old Indians, old 
'•Aunt Maria," as she is called, would 
leave the mission in the morning and 
would often return the same day, bring- 
in- with her a large quantity of silver 
ore. 
The mine which has been discov- 


ered is about thirty miles from the mis- 
sion in a rough country, and it would 
be impossible for any one to make the 
trip on foot in less than three days. 


Old "Aunt Maria" is still living in Car- 


mel, and is now over 85 years of age. 
When seen by a Chronicle correspon- 
dent and informed of the discovery 
of the mine she became greatly ex- 
cited, and it was several minutes be- 
fore 'she could be induced to speak, as 
she seemed to l>o in a state of fear. 
On 


being informed as to the location of the 
mine she Denied to be greatly relieved, 
and remarked in Spanish; "They are 
fooUl." A great many questions worn 
put to her in regard to the mine, but she 
seemed to be in great (Var when the 
word ••mine" would be naiitioned, and 
nothing could be learned 
from her. 


With a smile she will tell "f the good old 
mission padres and the vast amount of 
laiuls which they had. 
Although she is 


over 85 years of age, sho often visits, the 
old Carmel iniwion, walking the distance 
of eight miles. 


From Francinco Rico, an old citizen of 


Monterey, the following information is 
gleaned:' In 1853 old "Aunt Maria'1 
brought a large amount of silver ore to 
the store of David Spenee andexchanged 
it for calico and provisions. 
Mr. Spenee 


was astonished at the rich ore, and tried 
in every manner to induce the nld wo- 
man to tell him where she found the 
rock, but could get no information, 
That same year Mr. Spenee sent a large 
amount of "the ore, which he had pur- 
cluiied at different times, to Peru by 
C'apt. Coupt'i to have it aaaayed, and it 
•uas reported that it yielded ^J,0o0a ton. 


Mr. Uico, when he heard the report of 


the assay, went to Mix P. AmiMic-, OM 


nf the leading Lidjes u£ thia place, and 
who wan a gre.it friend of the Indians, 
and t i i i d to gel her to 1'iiid out from old 
M.in.i the location of llie mine. She took 
her tu an nld hou>e where she 1-,;' 1 a fur- 
na.'e, and also a Urge q u a n t i t y of ore. 
and showed her how »ho gut tin-niher 
out. 
She seemed to be willing to give 


her all that she had and bring her more 
silver, but would not diuil:;e the secret 
which the old mission padre-, had ad- 
vised her to keep. It appears that when- 
ever the Indians discovered or heard of 
anything their lirsl thought was to lay it 
befoi e the mission padres.and they would 
act under their advice. 


According to the .statement of old Ma- 


ria Roman, when she discovered this 
mine she at once wuil to the padres,who 
advised her never to reveal it, not even to 
her children. They informed her that on 
account of its great richness, if it were 
known throughout the world, large num- 
bers of white men would Hood the coun- 
try, kill all the padres, destroy the mis- 
sions and kill and drive tin- Indians from 
their lands, 
She accordingly took an 


oath that she would never reveal the loca- 
tion,and seems to this day to live in fear of 
her life lest the mine may be found, and 
the prediction of the padres come true. 


She has time and again been offered 


large amounts of money to reveal the 
whereabouts of the mine, and always 
gives the same answer: "I promised the 
padres never to tell, and I don't want to 
be killed." She will go on and describe the 
great excitement which would follow, 
and how the Indians would have to run 
away to save their lives. 


In" 1884 Rico, « ho had iu>vi r given up 


hope of discovering the mine, finally in- 
duced a son of old Maria, who had often 
gone with her to the mine, and who is 
the only one besides her who knows its 
location, to tell him where it was. 


Mr. Rico took the boy to one of the 


stores in Monterey and gave him $50 
worth of provisions, lie appeared to be 
delighted w i t h the gift, and promised to 
accompany Rico to the mountains. Mr. 
Rico made the necessary preparations, 
and in company with several citizens 
and the Indian boy started for the mine. 
A few miles from the mission the Indian 
began to act in a queer manner, andcom- 
plained of being sick. 


Camp was pitched and a new start to 


the mine was to be made next morning. 
All hands retired early, ami in the morn- 
ing, to the great surpri.-',- of all, the In- 
dian was missing and the search had to 
be abandoned. The Indian was seen 
afterward, and it was the same excuse, 
that he was afraid to tell on account of 
what the padres told him. 


That the mine exists there is no doubt, 


but it is safe to state that old Maria Ro 
man will take the secret to her grave. 
This agitation will put new life in the 
matter, and no doubt strong efforts will 
be made- to get old Aunt Maria to divulge 
the secret. 
Some years ago a Mr. Mar- 


tin, living at Carmnl. found a large piece 
of the rock at the old mission, where the 
blacksmith shop stood, weighing about 
seven pounds. The rock is very rich, 
and is still in his possession. 
Mr. Mar- 


tin has spent a great deal of time pros- 
pecting, in hopes of finding the mine, 
but without success. He has great hopes, 
and feels satisfied that it is located near 
the mission, and will some day be found. 
—Monterey (Cal.) Cor. San Francisco 
Chronicle.

a man of prayer and faith, led the colon- 
sts to victory. Our National life is the 
nft of God, * * We should be thank- 
ul for deliverance from and victory over 
those who from '61 to '65 endeavored to 
deetrov our national lit?. The hosts who 
battled for freedom went forth trusting 
in God and He came to the rescue. It 
was a time of deepest feeling, a time 
when stout hearts were weak and a time 
when cheeks paled, but the men who 
carried the freedom muskets trusted in 
God, and were encouraged as they sang 
"The Star Spangled Banner." Do we 
now see eye to eye and stand as solidly 
as we did in the trying days of '61 to '65? 
We should be grateful for our wonderful 
material prosperity. 
IB the year 1776 


there were but 13 colonies. Now we 
have 42 states, four having been but 
recently admitted; we have enjoyed 
greater prosperity the present year than 
in the years agone, and to-day we have 
grander opportunities than any of the 
other nations of the earth; God has given 
us rain and sunshine, labor has been re- 
warded, the garners are full, food in 
abundance and to spate, and mi icr ds of 
untold value; this is the golden ago. and 
we have a grand and glorious country - 
all coming from God. The peace we 
enjoy is another cause for thankfulness, 
and we should be especially grateful for 
the planting of the Christian church in 
the land. 
* * The past year 800,000 


souls have been brought to Christ, all 
marching to the King uf Glory, singing 
tne eong of Zion, not armed with carnal 
weapons, but 
with 
weapons mighty 


through God. We should be thankful 
for our free school system, the colleges 
and seminaries, nei<rly all of the higher 
institutions of learning being under the 
fostering care and iniluence of the Chris- 
tian church. Then we should be grateful 
for mercies bestowed upon us as citizens. 
There has been no devastation of prop- 
erty, no pestilence, no epidemic of dis- 
ease. As a city and as individuals God 
has blessed us abundantly. * * Jesus 
came to bring peace, and because of His 
influence are we blessed. We have co-ue 
to be known as a Christian nation, and 
because we have kept the covenant with 
God we are given prosperity. Ought we 
uot to push out for greater good—obey 
the command of the Master? The ser- 
mon closed with a tender reference to the 
poor, their distress and need of help from 
those who have plenty. 
All will be 


blessed not for the act of giving but in 
the doing of the deed. 


The closing prayer was delivered by 


Rev. T. W. PinkeitM, of the Christian 
church, who spoke in low tones and in 
touching language: We wonder some- 
times that Thou hast not forgotten us. 
We put our hands in Thine and ask Thee 
to accept our offer of praise—it mn't 
much, but it is all we have. Thy hand is 
the 
defctiny of 
nations. 
Thou 
hast 


guided us anl blessed us, and we dedi- 
cate our l.v.-s to Thet>. Duet grow weary 
with u-'; We stand in prayer, and then 


yimJ forget it all. Help us to 


cuuBecraW our lives to Thy work. We 
pray that the heart and thoughts of na- 
tions may be turned to Thi e Be patient, 
we are striving to follow Thee. Lead us 
to fields of conquest-give HB the victory, 
that we may indeed ue a nation of God. 
Accept our gratitude; lead those in sin 
to the light. We thank Thee for the 
schools and colleges; help us to appreci- 
ate them. Lead us up to the mountain 
heights, to see Thy face and help us to 
grow more like Thee. Bless all of our 
homes. In many there is gladness to 
day, with no shadow at the hearthstone 
and no pain. We have plenty and every- 
thing to make us glad; but in eome 
homes there is sadness; faces are gone 
never to return. Go in and sit with 
them; put Thy loving arms aronnd the 
sorrowful and breathe the gentleness of 
Thy great love. Tell them of that land 
where the shadows never come, * " We 
pray for the poor of the land.

cently," writes an English friend to me. 
"It was at the ann-jal flower show at 
Haslemere, Surrey, and the poet had 
been prevailed upon to leave Ins seclu-

his first public appearance since his ill- 
ness, and I had cot seen him for six 
mouths. 
That the Poet Laureate IB 


rapidly aging 1 saw at a glance, and 
this became more impressed upon rue 
during our brief conversation. He was 
no longer the Tennyson of a year ago; 
talk meant distress to him, and refer- 
ences to persons very close to him in 
friendship, which formerly enlisted his 
interi-sl, seemed to meet with little re- 
spouse. In liis walk lie shullled heavily, 
and tlie cane that lie once carried as a 
companion to idly swing in moments of 
tliou 'lit, had become almost a stall. He 
told me his health w as good, but his gen- 
eral appearance scarcely verified _lus 
statement. The strong aroma of a pipe, 
carelessly jammed into one of his coat 
pockets/was about the only thing that 
suggested to me the Tennyson of old- 
there was ceitainly nothing in his con- 
versation, manner orappearancc."—Cor.

Three large, screw (.teamen, of ",OUO tons 
bin den, and having a speed of eighteen 
knotsan hour, have been ordered for the 
VaiKoinor to Yokohama passage; and 
three othersof still greater size and pcnver, 
capable of bleaming twenty knots an 
hour, are about to be ordered for the At- 
lantic passage from the south of Eng- 
land to Halifax, N. S., in winter, and 
Quebec in summer. They expected to 
be ready in February, 1MI1. and to make 
the passage in live and one-half days at 
the outside. Travelers will thus be able 
to go frc m London to Yokohama, via 
British America, in twenty-three days. 
The distance is 9,250 miles, as against 
13,730 by thu Suez canal, and 15,500 by 
the Cape route. Even Shanghai is 2,000 
miles nearer London by the new route 
than by Suez, not to speak of the Cape 
route, which, of course, is longer.— Lon- 
don Globe.
